CONVERSATION over coffee cups often leads 
to either an admission that a voter can’t see 
any difference in the candidates — at least ‘he 
major party nominees — or a confession of 
hopelessness that anyone elected president will 
fill the leadership void. 
The pre.sidential candidates have been talking 
about issues and each other and that is part of 
the campaign: but it is time for them to talk 
about the voter. 
How the voter feels and what he does is im­

important to the candidate, the coun­ 
try and the voter himself 
Can a president who failed to receive a ma. 
jority popular vote, a majority electoral college 
vote, and who was placed in office by a vote in 
the House of Representatives, lead this nation 
with confidence? 
Indeed, the candidate selection is important 
and the mandate implied in his victory is im- 
jiortant. 
The intangible American spirit also is on trial 
in this election — a spirit that has held up in 
many a dark moment. 
There is a difference in the candidates and 
their policies. The voter has a chance to say 
something about where the country is going 
The voter is important 
It Is up to the candidates to make this point a 
part of their campaigns. It is a vital issue.

The decision of General Motors and the Fish­ 
er Body Corporation to meet the continuing 
challenge of the compact car import by pro­ 
ducing its own minicar is greeted favorably in 
the Unit* d States and especially in our north­ 
eastern Ohio district. 
Git will expand its manufacturing facilities at 
the sprawling Lordstown plant 16 miles north of 
Salem along the Ohio Turnpike so that the new 
cars can be assembled there by 1970. Actual in­ 
vestment in the new faci’ities is not disclosed, 
but it will be sizable, reflecting GM’s consumer 
interest and its faith in the American economy. 
District-wide it may be an additional 2.000 jobs 
at the Lordstown plant where already, 4.700 
are at work, a large number of them from the 
Salem area.

Che Guevara In Retrospect 


Che Guevara, whose dream it was to create 
' two, three, many Vietnams” in Latin Ameri­ 
ca, lives as a martyr in the hagiography of the 
New Left in the United States and other coun­ 


tries. 
But a year after his death his guerrilla move­ 
ment is going nowhere. New activities are re­ 
ported in northern Tucuman Province in Argen­ 


tina but none of the guerilla groups has caased 
the Buenos Aires government any real difficul­ 
ty 
The last two Cuban-inspired attempts at sub­ 
version - in 1965 in Peru and Che’s campaign 
in Bolivio last year — failed miserably. The 
New York Times recently printed an estimate 
that 700 Cuban-backed guerrillas were fighting 
in three other Latin American countries 


A SMALL but well established element was 
reported in Guatemala. Two groups of irregu­ 
lars, Cuban trained and supplied, are working 
in the mountains of Venezuela. Guerrillas in 
Colombia are linked with mountain bandits. 
The death of Guevara last Oct. 9 at La Hig- 
uera, about 8 miles from Santa Cruz de la Sier­ 
ra, certainly has retarded the cause. But the 
whole concept of Che, of his acolyte, Regis De­ 
bray, and of his mentor, Cuba’s Fidel Castro, is 
suspect. 
“Almost all the countries of this continent,” 


Che wrote in his diary published in June, “are 
ripe for a type of struggle that, in order to 
achieve history, cannot be content with any­ 
thing less than establishing a government of so­ 
cialist tendencies.” But Latin America, to some 
observers, is fast losing its revolutionary zeal. 
As his diary discloses, Che received dwindling 
support from the Moscow-oriented Communist 
party of the Bolivian cities. Moreover, he re­ 
ceived no help from the peasants. His last 
monthly analysis, under “30 Septiembre” reads 
in part: “The characteristics are those of last 
month, except that now the army is showing 
more effectiveness in action, and the mass of 
peasants does not help us at all and have (sic) 
become informers.” 
GEN. ALFREDO OVANDO CANDIA, com­ 
mander in chief of the Bolivian armed forces, 
who directed the campaign to capture Che and 
his guerrillas, said recently: “Guevara chose 
the wrong country, the wrong terrain and the 
wrong friends. He was a brave man but God 
was not with him.” The guerrillas eventually 
were surrounded in Bolivian jungle by a tough 
combat group of 400 rangers. 
The official Bolivian version is that Che was 
mortally wounded when captured. A more like­ 
ly story is that he was shot in captivity by Bo­ 
livian soldiers. Michele Ray, of Paris Match, 
reports there were nine wounds. Only five of 
Che’s guerrillas are known to have escaped. 
They made their way to Cuba, where presuma­ 
bly they are being prepared for new forays.n

Strange Poverty Fighters

NEW YORK — “ Poverty” is where the mon­ 
ey is — and some madness, too. So Is a coali­ 
tion of black-uniformed vigilantes, anti religious 
desecrators, self-avowed revolutionists, Blaex- 
Nation ists. white street ac- 
tionists, 
down-with-the-estab- 
IJshments, 
dedicated 
evan­ 
gelists, and at least one chap 
convicted 
of conspiracy 
to 
murder Negro leaders Whit­ 
ney Young and Roy Wilkins 
because they are moderates. 
Through the hands of this 
coalition flows annually over 
$31 million worth of federal 
funds in this city alone. This 
does not include millions springing from the 
city's tax levies. 


This coalition, among whom are those who 
pass on the distribution of such monies, moves 
among the ghettos, urges defiance of the police, 
cheers the convicted conspirator, howls down 
city and federal officials — and docs it all in 
the name of the poor. 
This coalition, with the abruptness of men 
who understand power, says that it is not only 
their right to lead the poor in their nt ighbor- 
liood uprisings, but that it is their “duty." 


THEY CLAIM that the Economic Opportunity 
Act of 1964 gives them the legal power to cail 
mass rallies, denounce the municipal and feder­ 
al authorities, and even instigate direct physi­ 
cal community action. 
This view is corroborated by official regional 
spokesmen of the Office of Economic Opportun­ 
ity (OEO). Thus, there arc no objections to the 
local anti-poverty governing board officially 
calling a mass meeting in Manhattan Center 
Sept. 25, at which speakers were cheered while 
slashing at the government, calling for a sepa- 
late Black Nation, and crying for the poor to 
create their own laws. 
Mind you, this rally was sponsored by the cit- 
ywide Council Against Poverty, whose members 
were on the stage applauding while all this 
rocked the hall. 
Mind you, the 51 members of the CAP mace 
up the governing board of the Community De­ 
velopment Agency. In turn, the CDA is the offi­ 
cial dispenser of $31.4 million (in fiscal 1968) 
for the OEO’s Northeast Regional Office — one 


of seven spread across the nation. 
Mind you, Oliver Ramsey, head of the CAP'S 
committee on education, is on record as proud­ 
ly sneering at citizens of the Jewish faith. 
Mind you, the OEO is disturbed by the anti- 
religious overtones of what has happened, in­ 
cluding the desecreation of two menorahs two 
weeks ago by poverty demonstrators. 


BUT THE OEO FEEI*S that its concern is 
over the use of federal funds. Did the Council 
Against Poverty — the governing board of the 
subsidiary which dispenses $31.4 millions in fed­ 
eral money — use any of it to pay for the ral­ 
ly? 
Reports in this column have finally moved 
the OEO to send in one of its inspectors. 
He will find that the mass demonstration 
against the city’s schoolteachers was financed 
by “private funds.” But what matters that? 
Question is: who ruled that it is the ‘ duty'' of 
the regional anti-poverty committees to call and 
lead demonstrations? Who decides what causes 
shall be championed by those who control such 
vast federal funds? 
There are regional subcommittees and neign- 
borhood anti-poverty corporations. At least one 
of these has been threatened with cutoff if it 
did not go along with certain causes — such as 
fighting the New York City teachers 


THE ANTI-POVERTY committees are au­ 
thorized to fight decay, rehabilitate the souls 
and skills of decaying men in decaying ghettos, 
make jobs, tear down slums, care for mothers, 
service the helpless, teach the illiterate. 
The Economic Opportunity Act was not in­ 
tended to stir mass street action Those on the 
U.S. Senate floor in ’64 report that the language 
now being used by the anti poverty loaders was 
inserted for quite a different purpose. 
The language called for community participa­ 
tion. It called for democratic participation by 
the poor. It was intended to keep the anti-pov­ 
erty drive from falling into the hands of profes­ 
sional sociologists and bureaucracy. It vas not 
aimed at using it to fight city hall, or school­ 
teachers or to license anti-religious epithets, or 
to create a revolutionary spirit in the streets. 
The money is for the poor. It is not for the 
creation of a new establishment around the phi­ 
losophy that power is where poverty is. Let- 
have neither. Let’s have a return to reason. 
Sea Power and Vietnam

Any educated naval officer can give you a 
better reason for American presence in Viet­ 
nam than we have yet heard from President 
Johnson, Vice President Humphrey or any of 
the other candidates. 
For our real responsibility in this war centers 
upon what is known as sea power. This has 
been taught in our Navy ever since Alfred 
Thayer Mahan wrote his great classic on the 
subject in 1890. 
British 
governments have understood the 
meaning of sea power for nearly two centuries. 
Every challenge to British supremacy on the 
seas — by the Dutch, the French, by Germany 
and Japan — has been followed by war. For na­ 
tional survival in all that time rested upon the 
power of the British navy. 


FREEDOM OF THE SEAS is not assured by 
international law or international agreements 
or the charter of the United Nations. It is guar­ 
anteed only when one nation, hopefully a free­ 
dom-loving nation, has the naval power to en­ 
force it. 
Britain’s role on the sea began its decline aft­ 
er World War I because of an impoverished 
economy and the progressive liquidation of its 
empire. 
TTie take-over by the United States of the re­ 
sponsibility formerly imposed upon Britain be­ 
gan with the Washington Conference in 1921 
when we assumed naval parity with the United 
Kingdom. World War II finalized the change, 
when the United States emerged with incompar­ 
ably the most powerful navy in the world. 
In the years since 1945 British governments 
have further reduced their commitments. The 
final withdrawal will be Britain's retreat from 
the Indian Ocean. That vast area bordering on 
many of the countries of Asia, the Middle East, 
Africa, Australia and New Zealand lies exposed 
to the threat of Soviet command through Rus­ 
sia’s new and growing fleet. 
The vital peninsula of Southeast Asia domi­ 
nates an entrance to that great southern ocean. 
There the Strait of Malacca, giving access from 
the Pacific to the Indian Ocean, is one of the 
four major channels connecting the seas of the 
world. 
What makes it so vital that communism 
should not dominate that peninsula was a fate­ 
ful turn in the cold war during the 1950s. After 
the death of Stalin, Soviet leadership decided 
that Russia should break out of its traditional 
landlocked isolation and become a sea power. 
At first the Soviet government set itself 1o 
build an immense merchant marine as a means 


of projecting Communist influence into the far 
reaches of the world. In a single year, 1966, it 
added more modern merchant ships than the 
United States produced in the preceding five 
years. 
A merchant fleet and a navy are interdepen­ 
dent. The first naval ships of the Soviet were 
mainly for defense purposes. These included 
many submarines, and also warships that were 
deployed in the Mediterranean this year. 
But now there are indications that heavier 
warships are either planned or being built Re­ 
cently the U.S. carrier Enterprise clocked a 
Russian nuclear s u b m a r i n e whose speed 
prompted the planning of a new breed of U.S. 
submarines. 
As an indication that the Russians are plan­ 
ning to make the Indian Ocean a playground 
for their ships is their pressure upon India to 
allow the building of a sea base there. 
Three of our presidents would have clearly' 
stated the reason why we should not permit 
Communist domination of Southeast Asia. Cer­ 
tainly the two Roosevelts understood the mean­ 
ing of sea power. And I venture to say that had 
John F. Kennedy lived, he, too, would have 
known the implications of this war. 


THE REASONS GIVEN by this administra­ 
tion for our involvement are our treaty obliga­ 
tions, our duty to keep a small nation free from 
aggression and our concern for other free na­ 
tions in the Western Pacific. These are com­ 
mendable objectives but the real issue is the 
maintenance of the freedom of the seas. 
Our responsibility for maintaining freedom of 
the seacoasts was not deliberately sought. Our 
size, our resources and our long seacoast have 
thrust this destiny upon us. The decision must 
be made whether we are to have freedom of 
the seas on Communist terms or on our own.

Big Step Up 
For Jobless

Following the riots in Detroit last summer, 
the 
automobile 
companies 
opened 
employ 
ment centers in the inner city. In iess than a 
year, a total of 12,000 residents of the ghet» * 
were hired. But a great many others wet. 
found who simply couldn’t be put to work. 
Here is the experience of one company: 
“ I thought I knew what ‘hard core* meant 
until we became involved in this area.' says 
Chrysler Corporation president Virgil E. Boyd. 
“I was wrong. Hard core refers not to those 
without steady jobs but to those not equipped 
for any job. Not the unemployed — but the un 
employable — those unable to fill out even a 
simple job application.” 
Working with the federal government, Chry­ 
sler launched a two year experimental program 
to take some 750 of these people and give them 
whatever training necessary to make them em 
ployable. 
This does not involve instruction in operat 
ing a lathe or a drilMng tool. It means teach 
ing them to read such elementary words a 
“in” and “out” on a door. It means teaching 
them to spell the names of colors so they can 
read the instruction card that tells them to put 
a blue or a green steering wheel on a car a 
it comes down the assembly line. It means 
teaching them simple addition so they can 
count boxes of parts as they take them off a 
supplier’s truck. 
Unfortunately, a lot <i people enrolled in the 
program failed to show up, and miny of those 
who did report were very late. 
Company officials nodded their heads. Thi 
certainly proved what they hid known all 
along: People who aren’t working just don t 
want to work 
But the company began investigating, and 
what it learned was a revelation. 
It found that these people v.ere Isolated In 
a vertible backwater of society. Many of them 
had no Social Security number, had never been 
counted in a census, had never registered to 
vote, belonged to no organization. In most of 
the accepted senses, thev didn’t even exist. 
It found that many didn’t show up because 
thev just couldn’t read the destination signs 
on buses. 
It found that many who showed up late had 
never owned an alarm clock and had never 
had to be at any particular place at any par­ 
ticular time. 
It found that one in five of the unemploy­ 
ables was rejected for physical reasons and 
that 40 per cent of these were rejected because 
of poqr vision. 
It found that many of them suffered from 
fear, resentment, hostility and a history of 
failure. 
It also found that, despite their lack of edu­ 
cation, the majority of them fell within a very 
acceptable I.Q. range. 
So they were taught and treated and fitted 
with glasses and taken into the plants and 
shown people just like themselves who owned 
cars and clothes and houses becausp they work­ 
ed and showed up for work on time every day. 
In 12 weeks, the first 44 hard core unem 
ployables were on the job. At a recent date, 
onlv one had been lost. This is far better than 
the company's walk-in employment record. 
“W§ have made an important discovery.’* 
savs Boyd. “We have recognized that it is not 
onlv possible but definitely to our advantage 
to help the chronically unemployed, and that 
with a lot of help, and some patience, they will 
help themselves.”

'Large Military' 


Action Threatened 


MEXICO CITY (AP) - Gun - 
fightin g in Mexico City took two
